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AG report sparks 
‘eureka moment’ 
among councillors 


Heady stuff. Officials 
keyed up over release 
clarifying scattered, 
unfocused approach to 
economic development 


An auditor general’s report on 
the prosaic subject of economic 
development had some Halifax 
regional councillors pretty fired 
up on Wednesday. 

“I think it’s a bit of a eureka 
moment,” said Mayor Mike Sav¬ 
age after a round of enthusiastic 
commentaiy at Wednesday’s 
audit and finance committee 
meeting. “You’re saying some 
things that we’re all recogniz¬ 
ing.” 

Lany Munroe’s report 
examines HRM’s economic de¬ 
velopment strategy — or lack 
thereof — with 21 recommen¬ 
dations for improvement. 

“We are suggesting a far 
more focused approach to eco¬ 
nomic development,” he said. 
“There are too many things 
that we’re looking to do, too 
many concepts.” 

Munroe said a chief eco-

nomic development officer 
would help address poorly de¬ 
fined roles, responsibilities and 
outcomes. 

Munroe also suggested 
funding for the Greater Halifax 
Partnership and Destination 
Halifax — HRM’s economic de¬ 
velopment agencies — should 
be reviewed to ensure taxpay¬ 
ers are getting good value for 
their money 

He also said the role of the 
two agencies should be scrutin¬ 
ized, suggesting the possibility 
of “co-governance.” 

“Any time you’ve got co- 
governance, you’ve got less or¬ 
ganizations and managements 
to deal with; it allows far more 
accountability,” he said. 

Munroe’s report touched 


off an outpouring of responses 
around the table on the eco¬ 
nomic-development potential 
waiting to be unleashed in 
HRM. 

“I’m hoping that we will be 
bold,” said Coun. Lorelei Nicoll. 
“Economic development is cer¬ 
tainly a means to be bold, but 
it’s complex ... and this is HRM 
council’s strategy. We approved 
it and we have to effectively de¬ 
liver it now.” 

Coun. Stephen Adams was 
emphatic about the need to re¬ 
view GHP matters. 

“I’m veiy hesitant to give 
another dime to GHP,” he said. 
“I’ve been asking for I don’t 
know how many years for a re¬ 
sult ... something that could tell 
us we’re getting good value.” 

Coun. Tim Outhit defended 
the agency, saying benefits 
aren’t always quantifiable. 

“I run an economic develop¬ 
ment think-tank, and bring¬ 
ing people together to talk, 
changing attitudes ... there is 
some value to that,” he said. 
“It’s hard to put a tangible value 
on, and maybe we need to be 
looking for more.”

Police say woman, 
21, sexually 
assaulted in 
north-end Halifax 

Halifax police are investi¬ 
gating an alleged sexual 
assault against a 21-year- 
old woman. 

Around 2 a.m. on 
Wednesday, police say the 
victim was walking on 
Agricola Street between 
West and Cunard streets. 
As she was walking, police 
say a man standing on the 
sidewalk called out to her 
and said he would phone 
her a taxi. 

Staff Sgt. Barb Saun¬ 
ders of Halifax Regional 
Police said the man then 
approached the victim, 
pushed her up against the 
wall of a nearby building 
and sexually assaulted 
her. 

The woman was able 
to break free, Saunders 
said, and the suspect fled 
the area. 

The victim went home 
and then to the hospital 
where she was treated 
and released. 

Saunders said anyone 
who was in the area 
at the time could have 
important information for 
investigators. 

“There could be 
another witness out there 
that actually didn’t know 
they saw anything, but 
now that this is brought 
to their attention it may 
make them recall what 
they saw,” Saunders said. 

“I mean even the 
smallest amount... could 
be helpful to us.” 

Police describe the 
suspect as a white man, 
about 24 years old, five- 
foot-10, with medium 
length light brown hair 
with some scruff on his 
face. He was wearing 
jeans and a black jacket.

About 100 people hovered 
around tables and tossed 
around ideas at a meeting 
Wednesday meant to better 
define the public’s vision for a 
permanent building at the Em¬ 
era Oval site. 

Residents young and old 
sipped coffee and tea and jot¬ 
ted down ideas on Post-it notes 
in a conference room at the 
Atlantica Hotel in downtown 


Halifax, just a few steps away 
from the oval on the Halifax 
Common. 

The ideas, which were post¬ 
ed on a large sheet of paper, 
ranged from concrete notions 
of how the building should be 
used to adjectives such as “at¬ 
tractive” and “inviting.” 

Many hoped the roughly 
3,600-square-foot building 
would incorporate environ¬ 
mentally friendly aspects, such 
as solar panels and natural ma¬ 
terials. 

Nearly eveiyone agreed that 
the building should provide 
breathtaking views of the oval, 
which is used year-round, and 
incorporate a family-friendly 
lounge area. 

Halifax resident Kate John¬ 
ston said as a regular user of 
the oval she wanted to partici-

pate in the meeting to help en¬ 
sure the building is a “beauti¬ 
ful space.” 

“People want to see open 
spaces and light, bright family 
spaces and places where they 
can enjoy the indoors and out¬ 
doors,” said Johnston. 

Each table was equipped 
with large white boards that 
included the building’s rough 
plans on the site near Cogswell 
Street. Residents were asked to 
lay out amenities using labelled 
pieces that represented differ¬ 
ent rooms, like storage, wash¬ 
rooms and a lounge. 


The consultation followed 
a public engagement meeting 
last April and an online survey, 
said John Hemy, manager of 
aquatic, recreation and out¬ 
door services for the munici¬ 
pality. 

Now, staff will gather the 
ideas and a building concept 
will be presented at another 
public meeting in April, said 
Hemy. 

Construction is slated to 
begin late this fall and will be 
ready for the summer of 2014 
or that year’s skating season, 
said Henry.

A homegrown communica¬ 
tions company is now rival¬ 
ling some of Canada’s wireless 
giants. 

Eastlink, owned by Bragg 
Commimications Inc., is offer¬ 
ing cellphones on a no-term 
contract basis. 

Eastlink Wireless president 
Matthew MacLellan said the 
company’s local flavour was 
incorporated into the new ser¬ 
vice, which includes Canada’s 
first and only 4G LTE network. 

“You’ve got competitors of 
ours based out of Montreal, To¬ 
ronto and Vancouver,” MacLel¬ 
lan told a crowd on Wednesday 
at the Eastlink store on Spring 
Garden Road. “We think we 
can do it from Halifax and we 
think we can do it just as well 
and better. 

“Why should you have to 
go to your cottage and have to 
stand up on the roof to try and 
get a cell signal?” 

Existing Eastlink customers 
can opt to bundle a cellphone 
with their Internet, television 
or home phone to save be¬ 
tween 10 and 20 per cent.

“We’re trying to build this 
from a customer perspective,” 
MacLellan said. “We really 
tried to listen to everything 
that customers said that they 
bleed about cebphones and 
cebphone companies and the 
things they didn’t hke.” 

He said the company has 
added between 100 and 120 
new jobs to support its wireless 
division. It has also beefed up 
customer service and technical 
support. 

The wireless service will be 
offered at the Spring Garden 
Road store starting on Thursday 
and wib rob out to other stores 
in the next few weeks.

Halifax regional council has 
approved a request from the 
Library Board to increase the 
budget for the new Central 
Library by $2 million, but 
the debate wasn’t without 
fireworks. 


Judith Hare, CEO of Hali¬ 
fax Regional Libraries, told 
the audit and finance com¬ 
mittee that the request is 
for $600,000 already in the 
library’s reserve fund and a 
$1.4-million increase in the 
fundraising limit. 

The money will be used 
to upgrade some interior 
finishes. 

“There is huge interest in 
this project and we want to 
make sure it looks every bit 
as good inside as it does on 
the outside,” Hare said. 

Some councillors were 
concerned the city would 
be liable for any shortfall in

fundraising, but the major 
opposition came from two 
councillors who said tax¬ 
payers aren’t being treated 
fairly. 

“All HRM residents are 
paying for this and there 
are many residents who 
will never visit this library,” 
Coun. Gloria McCluskey said. 


“So let’s not fool ourselves 
into thinking everyone’s 
happy about this.” 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
demanded to know whether 
residents in his district would 
ever get a library branch. 

As Hare addressed their 
concerns, Coun. Stephen 
Adams interrupted, chas¬ 
tising councillors for their 
questions. 

“If we’re going to bash 
the library, I’m not inter¬ 
ested,” he said. “I’m one of 
the people who will probably 
never go ... but it’s not fair 
to make Ms. Hare defend the 
library.” 


Ministers won’t appear at committee on $27M error 



Nova Scotia’s auditor general 
clarified Wednesday who was 
in the loop on a budget error 
last year, telling a legislature 
committee that the Treasury 
Board — not cabinet — knew 
about the mistake. 

Jacques Lapointe told the 
public accounts committee he 
considered the board “adequate 
proxy” for reporting to cabinet. 

“We should have been clear¬ 
er on that,” Lapointe said after 
questioning by New Democrat 
Clarrie MacKinnon. 


The Treasury Board consists 
of some members of cabinet. 

Last week, Lapointe said the 
NDP government knowingly 
delivered a budget last spring 
that included a deficit forecast 
of $211 million, when the ac¬ 
tual figure was $238 million. La¬ 
pointe said his office urged the 
Finance Department to inform 
cabinet and that was done. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
has denied knowing anything 
about the mistake and has 
never sat on the Treasuiy Board. 


Former finance minister 
Graham Steele was a member 
of the board at the time. But 
his successor, Finance Minister 
Maureen MacDonald, was not. 

A motion to have Steele, 
MacDonald and the chairman 
of the Treasury Board appear 
before the public accounts com¬ 
mittee was rejected on Wednes¬ 
day. 

All five New Democrats on 
the nine-member, all-party 
committee voted against the

Spain. Court frees N.S. 
man after finding him 
guilty of drug trafficking 


A Nova Scotia fisherman con¬ 
victed of drug trafficking was 
immediately released in a de¬ 
cision by a Spanish court Wed¬ 
nesday, more than three years 
after a cargo ship was seized. 

The Canadian lawyer for 
Philip Halliday said the Digby 
man was freed as a result of a 
written decision handed down 
in Madrid. 

Kevin Burke said he was 
awaiting translation of Spanish 
court documents but assumed 
his client was released because 
of time already served. 

“They’ve obviously taken 
that into consideration, but 
until I have an opportunity of 
looking at the judgment itself, 


it would appear that they felt 
there was no further need to 
have Mr. Halliday incarcerated.” 

Burke said Halliday was to 
be picked up by Canadian em¬ 
bassy officials before further 
arrangements were made to 
return him to Canada. 

Halliday, 56, was a crewman 
aboard the Destiny Empress 
and had been held by author¬ 
ities since the vessel was appre¬ 
hended off the coast of Spain 
on Dec. 21, 2009. 

Police said they found 1.5 
tonnes of cocaine aboard the 
boat, but Halliday maintained 
his innocence, saying he had no 
idea there were drugs on board.

first half,” Tom Ruth, Halifax 
International Airport Author¬ 
ity President and CEO, said in 
a release. 

In the second part of the 
year the airport experienced 
a downward trend in its num¬ 
ber of passengers. The airport 
expects this trend to carry into 


the first few months of 2013. 

Overall, the airport reported 
an increase in both domestic 
and international traffic. How¬ 
ever, traffic to the U.S. declined 
5.7 per cent compared to 2011. 

Passenger traffic increased 
by 0.3 per cent overall. 

Jerry Staples, vice-president 
of air service and marketing 
development, said the airport’s 
business is moving in the right 
direction despite the current 
economic environment. 

“This industry is so aligned 
to economic conditions,” he 
said. “But now you seldom see 
a centre seat empty anymore.”

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To gamble is not 
divine, says Quebec 
lotto commission 


Papal search. Betting

All bets are off in Quebec as 
to whether a local becomes 
the next pope. 

The provincial lottery 
commission says it will not 
follow the lead of some for¬ 
eign gambling houses that 
allow people to place bets on 
who might inherit St. Peter’s 
throne. 

The organization isn’t 
swayed by the fact that a 
fellow Quebecer, Cardinal 
Marc Ouellet, just so happens 
to be the favourite or among 
the top picks, according to 
bookmakers. 

While Loto-Quebec re¬ 
cently branched out beyond 
sports gambling by introdu¬ 
cing betting on the upcom-

ing Oscars, a spokesman said 
Wednesday it has no plans to 
get into religion. 

“Loto-Quebec has no in¬ 
tention to offer betting on the 
identity of the next pope,” 
said spokesman Jean-Pierre 
Roy. “I don’t think that’s 
what people would expect 
from a government organiza¬ 


tion.” 

Roy said sports gambling 
has been a fixture since the 
early 1990s. In recent weeks, 
the corporation has been test¬ 
ing the waters on betting on 
the Oscars and Roy says it 
will only know after the Feb. 
24 ceremony whether it was a 
hit. The Atlantic Lottery Corp. 
was the first to announce it 
would offer Oscar betting this 
year. 

“But betting on a religious 
event, we’re not sure that 
would be the best way to go,” 
Roy said. 

Since Pope Benedict XVI’s 
surprise announcement on 
Monday that he will step 
down on Feb. 28, Quebecers 
have weighed in on whether 
Ouellet could be next in line. 

Ouellet, the 68-year-old 
native of La Motte, Que., was 
named a cardinal in 2003. In 
2010 he was made head of the 
powerful Congregation for 
Bishops, which vets bishops 
nominations worldwide.

These are the kinds of 
tweets, Faceboolc posts and 
comments you’ll find col¬ 
lected at Madam Premier, a 
new blog dedicated to expos¬ 
ing the vitriol hurled at Can¬ 
ada’s female first ministers. 

“Their jobs are hard 
enough without having to 
be criticized on the basis of 
their gender,” says the blog’s 


owner, Diamond Isinger. 

“If I wasn’t already in¬ 
volved, this certainly 
wouldn’t encourage me to en¬ 
ter into public life or electoral 
politics.” 

A resident of Vancouver 
and a self-described “policy 
wonk,” Isinger started the 
blog Tuesday night. By Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, nearly 
3,000 people had visited. 

The blog is part of a new 
“naming and shaming” tac¬ 
tic, where activists point fin¬ 
gers at those posting hateful 
speech online. 

Last year, a Toronto femin¬ 
ist made headlines for identi¬ 
fying the man behind a vio¬ 
lent and misogynistic video 
game. Shortly after, a Calgary 
man was fired from his job 
for mocking Amanda Todd on 
Faceboolc. 

“Sunlight is the best dis¬ 
infectant,” Isinger said. “I 
think this kind of behaviour 
needs to be shamed.” 

York University’s Dr. Jen¬ 
nifer Jenson says that by ag¬ 
gregating misogynistic com¬ 
ments, blogs like Madam 
Premier show that sexism is 
still a systemic problem.

Tories say they’ll zap zombies 


Will zombies ever take over 
Parliament Hill?

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird is on the case. 

Baird assured the House 
of Commons that Canada re¬ 
mains a zombie-free zone. 

The odd exchange came 
Wednesday near the end of 
the daily question period. 

Winnipeg New Democrat 
Pat Martin raised the matter 
of a Quebec government dis¬ 


aster-planning exercise that 
used a mock zombie invasion 
as its premise. 

B-movie templates of an 
invasion of the “living dead” 
have also been used for emer¬ 
gency preparedness drills in 
the United States. 

“I don’t need to tell you, 
Mr. Speaker, that zombies 
don’t recognize borders,” 
Martin warned the House, 
tongue planted in cheek. 

Is the foreign minister, 


asked the NDP MP, working 
with his American partners 
“to develop an international 
zombie strategy so that a 
zombie invasion does not 
turn into a zombie apoca¬ 
lypse?” Baird rose to the oc¬ 
casion with an equally glib 
response, telling the House 
that he was “dead-icated” to 
the matter. 

“Under the leadership of 
this prime minister, Canada 
will never become a safe ha¬ 


ven for zombies, ever,” said 
Baird. 

But he couldn’t resist 
resurrecting an undead Tory 
talking point that has lurched 
through the parliamentary 
corridors for months: The 
NDP’s fictional carbon tax, 
which a smiling Baird said 
would raise the cost of zom¬ 
bie-related emergency provi¬ 
sions — including monster 
trucks — for all Canadians.

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Belgium criticized over conflict diamonds 


Easing restrictions. 

Country claims concern 
is for Zimbabweans, 
monitoring group sees 
profit motive 


A world monitoring group on 
conflict diamonds said Wed¬ 
nesday it wants restrictions 
on the sale of Zimbabwe dia¬ 
monds tightened after calls to 
relax them by diamond com¬ 


panies in Belgium. 

Belgium has argued the 
controls hurt revenue fil¬ 
tering down to ordinaiy Zim¬ 
babweans. But Global Wit¬ 
ness insisted in a statement 
circulated Wednesday the na¬ 
tion’s interests were “closer 
to home” in its diamond cen¬ 
tre of Antwerp that promotes 
diamond gifts around Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

The eastern Zimbabwe 
fields of Marange, where dia¬ 
monds are mined, have long 


been mired in allegations of 
killings, human-rights viola¬ 
tions and corruption. 

The group warned against 
what it called “a love tri¬ 
angle” between Belgium, 
its diamond dealers and 
Zimbabwe. 

“European Union mem¬ 
bers seeking to promote 
democracy and stability in 
Zimbabwe should avoid a 
menage-a-trois with Belgium 
and its diamond dealers this 
Valentine’s Day,” it said. 


It said Belgium is press¬ 
ing for a European Union 
embargo on Zimbabwe Min¬ 
ing Development Corpora¬ 
tion — at the forefront of 
diamond sales — to be lifted 
immediately. 

Global Witness called for 
the corporation to remain 
strictly bound by European 
restrictions and called for 
Chinese companies Anjin and 
Sam Pa to be added to the 
European sanctions list.

Watchdog. Retailers 
misled on card payments 


A federal consumer watchdog 
says some credit and debit card 
payment companies are break¬ 
ing rules it created to protect 
retailers, which in turn could 
be costing Canadians more 
money. 

The Financial Consumer 
Agency of Canada issued a 
warning to the industiy on 
Wednesday that it will not tol¬ 
erate payment companies who 
mislead merchants into paying 
hidden fees or lock them into 
confusing contracts. 

The concerns stem from a 
code of conduct introduced by 
the federal government nearly 
three years ago designed to 
encourage further clarity in 
the contracts signed between 
retailers and credit and debit 
card companies. 

But the agency said it 
found some payment com¬ 
panies, who it did not name, 
have been misrepresenting 
the terms of contracts with 


merchants by advertising and 
promising rates that they were 
unable to honour. 

“This guidance is meant to 
address these issues by pro¬ 
viding better disclosure to 
merchants and eliminating 
inappropriate sales and busi¬ 
ness practices that result in 
increased costs for merchants, 
and consequently for consum¬ 
ers as well,” said commissioner 
Ursula Menlce in a release. 

The agency said its investi¬ 
gation found that some mer¬ 
chants signed agreements that 
they later discovered were 
linked to additional contracts 
that had different cancellation 
clauses, penalty fees or costs 
associated with them. 

While the merchant was 
able to cancel the agreement 
without penalty, the agency 
said they were still locked into 
paying additional fees to can¬ 
cel the other contracts.

HISTORY OF 
ST. VALENTINE 

One little-lcnown fact about me 
(along with every other fact) is 
John Mazeroiie that 1 am a Valentine’s Day his- 

metronews.ca toiy buff. This is why so many 

women I’ve spent Valentine’s 
Day with have told me, “You’re 
history.” Their words, not mine. 

It’s a fascinating topic. 

By looking back at the origins of Valentine’s Day we 
can see how it overcame its humble beginnings as a 14th- 
century Coca-Cola promotion to become the genuine and 
understated holiday we know and love today, giving birth to 
some of the great poetry and art of our time. 

The history of Valentine’s Day: From mass decapitation 
to mass duplication: 

Our story begins in the 
300s, when mid-February 
was called Lupercalia, which 
was a celebration of Juno, 
the goddess of Canadian 
music awards. The festivities 
were boisterous but primi¬ 
tive, with people forced to 
express their love through 
cards they had to construct 
from scratch and poetry they 
had to write for themselves. 
It’s hard to imagine the hard¬ 
ship. 

This was before the inven¬ 
tion of either scissors or 
Shakespeare, which meant 
the results were often little 
more than pieces of wood 
with dirty drawings on 
them, leading to many extin¬ 
guished loves and several brutal wars. All was fair in both 
cases, and nobody ever had to say they were sorry. 

The dismal state of affairs (most of the cards ended with 
the clunky “Be My Lupercalia”) eventually changed with the 
birth of three different men named Valentine, a glorified 
soul considered so important to God that He built in double¬ 
redundancy. The three saints Valentine were very different 
people, but they all shared one romantic trait: they were all 
brutally executed. 

This, of course, dovetails nicely with our perception of 
modern love. Since their beheadings, the most perfect 
loves in fiction have always ended in death (Romeo and 
Juliet, Rose and Jack, Teen Angel and Narrator) leaving many 
husbands and wives to wish their romances could end so 
perfectly. 

A number of legends have grown around the execu¬ 
tions of St. Valentine(s), not all of them true, but it’s clear 
their deaths gave rise to several famous romance-related 
phrases. 

For instance, it’s well documented that the Grand Execu¬ 
tioner began each decapitation with the solemn proclama¬ 
tion: “It’s not you, it’s me.” 

Also, each saint’s head tended to fall on his twitching 
feet, leading to the well-known phrase, “head over heels.” 
(“To wear your heart on your sleeve” also came about then, 
but it’s best not to get into details.) 

With its perfect pre-Hollywood combo of romance and 
violence, Valentine’s Day became increasingly popular. The 
biggest breakthrough came in 1584 when journeyman poet 
William Shakespeare wrote “Bee my Valentine” next to a 
picture of a bee. This brilliant bit of wordplay took off on 
Reddit, leading to fame and fortune for Shakespeare, despite 
claims of copyright infringement by user Francis_Bacon. 

Combined with the invention of the Gutenberg Laserjet 
Printer, spreading love around the world was soon as simple 
as plunking down $8.95. By 2012, for the first time ever, the 
illness that is love could spread worldwide just as quickly 
as love-related illnesses. 

The poets of the past would be uncharacteristically 
speechless if they could see how easy sharing the perfect 
words has become. Though I think if Shakespeare were here 
today, he’d probably say, “What a time to bee alive. Or if not 
alive, to buzz off.” 

I’d love to see him top that.

The researchers also found 
that the time guppies spent 
with the guppy that was sur¬ 
rounded by ugly fish correl¬ 
ated with their unattractive¬ 
ness. The uglier the guppy, the 
less likely it was that he would 
hang around the brightly 
coloured fish placed next to 
bachelorette No. 1. 

Because it could be argued 
that guppies avoided their 
brightly coloured pals because 
attractive fish were more ag¬ 
gressive, or because predators 
were more likely to spot them, 
the experiment was repeated. 
Researchers ran it without any 
females, and again with the 
lights in the male enclosures 
turned down so that the test 
guppies couldn’t see them.

For Blaclde and the Rodeo 
Kings’ Stephen Fearing, becom¬ 
ing a solo artist may have been 
a part of his career’s natural 
progression. 

According to Fearing, who 
brings his latest solo album, 
Between Hurricanes, to The 
Company House on Valentine’s 
Day, there is a laundiy list of 
pros and cons to being both a 
brother in the band and step¬ 
ping out on your own. 

With music in his blood, 
Fearing began his musical 
career in earnest in the early 
1980s, releasing his first album, 
Out to Sea, in 1988. By his third 
album, The Assassin’s Appren¬ 
tice, Fearing earned himself 
a Juno nod in 1994. Two years 
later, Fearing joined Colin Lin¬ 
den and Tom Wilson to create 
Blaclde and the Rodeo Kings. 

“If I continued to be a solo 
musician forever, I wouldn’t 
have developed nearly as 
much,” he said. “Playing in 
an ensemble that isn’t based 
around your music means that 
you have to learn to play music 
with the same kind of author¬ 
ity as in a solo career — I think 
that’s a really good thing if you 
want to develop yourself into a 
really good musician.”

“My 14-year marriage that 
came to an end, dealing with 
the hurricane that is Blaclde,” 
he said. “Juggling all those 
things isn’t any different from 
anyone else’s life but can seem 
greater during periods where 
you don’t think you could do 
more but you realize you have 
to and on top of it you’ve got to 
take your daughter to school.” 

In a burst of writing, said 
Fearing, Between Hurricanes 
was a major release of his sub¬ 
conscious. Happy with the 
product, Fearing continues to 
focus on both the art and craft 
of song writing. 

“As a songwriter, whether 
you mean to or not, there’s a lot 
of autobiography involved but 
you try to put yourself in other 
people’s shoes and look at the 
world through other people’s 
eyes and that really shows up 
in this record.”

Dear Ketchup Lover, 

Your friend is correct. Ketch¬ 
up is first and foremost a 
great condiment, but if used 
on copper it is a good cleaner 
for removing hght tarnishing 
as well. This is how I have 
tried it in the past with great 


success: wash the copper pot 
using normal dish soap, dry, 
then take a liberal amount of 
ketchup and spread it all over 
the copper surface. 

Let it stand for a good 20 
to 30 minutes. Rinse with 
warm water and repeat if 
necessary. So why does this 
work? Well the magic is all 
in the ketchup. 

It is actually the acid from 
the tomatoes that act as the 
cleaning agent.
